A BAPTIST PIONEER 


Scores of Baptists from 
coast to coast, and rep- 
resenting every age 
group will be sorry to 
‘hear that Miss Elsie 
Kappen is retiring from 
‘her position with the 
Board of Education and 
Publication and the BYF 
staff, on April 30. 


There is none who has 
given more of her life 
to the service of Christ 
through the program of the American Baptist 
Convention than Elsie Kappen. While many 
people will associate her name with the work 
of the Baptist Youth Fellowship, the larger 
proportion of her career was spent in promo- 
tional work connected with raising the de- 
‘nomination's missionary budget. 


Elsie P. Kappen 


Few of us can remember the time when each of 
seven national denominational agencies went 
independently tothe churches for the purpose 
of raising their budgets. In 1919, the North- 
ern Baptist Convention decided to put an end 
to the competition and waste of this system. 
In its place, they established an organiza- 
tion to solicit fimds to a cooperative and 
"unified" budget. The new agency, which has 
come to beknown as the Council on Missionary 
Cooperation, was named "The General Board of 
Promotion," 


Miss Elsie Kappen was appointed toserve dur- 
ing its first year as a field worker for the 
General Board of Promotion, beginning Jan. l, 
1920. Bven before this, she had been ac- 
tively identified with the work of the de- 
nomination through one of the national 
societies. 


In May, 1941, the American Baptist Convention 
took action to establish "a single, integrat- 
ed and complete program for all young people 
and youth organizations." When the result- 
ing organization, the Baptist Youth Fellow- 
ship, wished to secure aperson who could give 
adequate leadership to its program of mis- 
sionary education, Miss Elsie Kappen was se- 
lected. Twice in her lifetime, Miss Kappen 
has been called upon to render service toa 
new pioneering movement in the life of our 
denomination. The work that Miss Kappen has 
done will continue to bless the lives of 
countless persons in this country and around 
the world. Miss Kappen, we thank you!

If the fundamental purposes of the 
Christian church are to be realized in our 
world, adults in greatly increased numbers 
must be enlisted and trained for leadership. 
The church of today can move forward only as 
adults are led to take advantage of God- 
given opportunities for self-development and 
for Christian witnessing. 


We have now prepared a manual which 
provides guidance for those who are seeking 
ideas on how to develop an effective BAPTIST 
ADULT FELLOWSHIP program. A variety of 
suggestions. and patterns have been enumera- 
ted in this manual in order that each 
church may make necessary adaptations.

ADMINISTERING THE BAPTIST ADULT FELLOWSHIP 


No program of training and discussion 
for adults should be planned without the co- 
operation and approval of the church Board 
of Christian Education. In fact, this Board 
should study the need for a BAPTIST ADULT 
FELLOWSHIP, then take whatever action is ne- 


cessary to sponsor such a group, appointing 
necessary personnel, and selecting litera- 
ture that may be used in the discussion 


meetings, in consultation with the chairman 
and Committee on Adult Work, 


A BAPTIST ADULT FELLOWSHIP should not 
follow a complicated organizational pattern, 
but be as simplified as possible. Such a 
pattern will include (1) a President who 
supervises and coordinates all activities, 
(2) a Vice-President who serves as chairman 
of the Program Comittee, (3) a Secretary- 
Treasurer who keeps records and dispenses 
funds, (4) a Program Committee which oon- 
sists of four persons, plus the Vice-Presi- 
dent who serves as chairman, and the Chair- 
man of Adult Work. This Program Committee 
will determine the needs and interests of 
members, select leadership for various pro- 
grams, plan the worship period or designate 
someone to take this responsibility for each 
meeting and see that program and discussion 
materials are used which have the approval 
of the Committee on Adult Work and the Board 
of Christian Education. 


In churches where there is need for ad- 
ditional officers, such persons should be 
selected by the BAPTIST ADULT FELLOWSHIP in 
consultation with the Chairman or Committee 
on Adult Work. 


All program planning for a BAPTIST 
ADULT FELLOWSHIP should be done in close co- 


operation with the Chairman of Adult Work 
who should serve as a member of the Program 
Committee.

ERSHIP EDUCATION 


Every church faces the responsibility of 
building and carrying out a program to dis- 
cover, enlist, train and supervise teachers 
and leaders for its Christian teaching task. 
The wise church will have a Chairman of 
Leadership Education, usually appointed by 
the Board of Christian Education, who will 
have a committee to work with him. In addi- 


tion to the chairman and one other person 
appointed at large, there should be persons 


on the Committee on Leadership Education to 
represent children's work, youth work, and 
adult work. 


The Committee on Leaders ss 
Education is a subcommittee of the Board o 
Christian Education, appointed by the Board. 
Either the rman of the Leadership Educa- 
tion Committee or a member of that committee 
should be a member of the Board. (In small- 
er churches, the Board of Christian Educa- 
tion may simply appoint one of its members 
to be the chairman of Leadership Education 
without any committee other than the Board 
itself to carry the responsibility for en- 
listing and training workers.) For other

In a two weeks' camp, courses may be repeat- 
ed the second week, making it possible for 
each camper to take two different courses. 


Each counselor teaching one of the above 
courses will fill out Form AL=-1, Enrollment 
Form (30 days prior to opening of camp) and 
send it to the city or state director of 
Christian education. At the close of camp 
Form AL-2, Report Form, is to be filled out 
in duplicate and given to camp director who 
will send it to city or state director. 


Workshops with the Courses 


Usually only one fifty-minute period is used 
in a Sr. Hi Camp of one week for the train- 
ing courses. However, immediately following 
the fifty minutes of class discussion is a 
period of equal length for guided study, and 
for practice of what has been considered. 
It might be looked upon as a laboratory or 
workshop period, thereby offering practical 
work for senior high youth. 


Committees might well be set up by the class 


groups which would not only carry out as- 
signments to meet course requirements but 
also be integrated into the overall theme 


and program of the camp so as to prove a 
valuable experience for the campers. 


The workshop period should not be taken up 
entirely by the activity phase of the work. 
The study time required for the course 
should be done during this period, thereby 
releasing the camper from study for the re- 
mainder of the day. In other words, the two 


fifty-minute periods would include discus- 
Sion, workshop procedure, and guided study. 
Also Credit for 318a 


In addition to the courses above, a Senior 
High Camp may desire to offer for oredit 
Course 318a, My Life Work, in connection 
with the specia ible presentation and 
Christian Quest sessions. While regular 
leadership education credit would be earned 
rather easily for 318a, the camper should 
not feel that he is getting something for 


nothing. At least the following conditions 
should be met: 


1. Attendance at the regular Bible Study 
hour (35 minutes) and small discussion 
roups (Christian Quests) which follow 
(40 minutes), The camper should attend 
all sessions, though one unavoidable ab- 
sence might be made up under the leader's 

or counselor's supervision. 


2. Read at least six chapters from CAMPERS 
TODAY, written on the theme, "The Chris- 
tian and His Life Work." Occasionally, a 
brief time might be given for guided 
study in the small discussion groups. 


5. Enrolling of camp for Course 318a, This 
ARR ee by the use of Enrollment 
Form AL-1, obtained from the city or 
state. director of Christian education. 
This should be the responsibility of the 
platform leader of the Bible study, by 
one of the small discussion group lead- 
ers, or the director of the camp. Who- 
ever assumes this responsibility should 
fill out. one copy of Form AL-1, to enroll 
the camp, thirty days prior to the open- 
ing of the camp. This person would bring 
together the leaders of the small discus- 
sion groups for briefing as to how Course 
318a is integrated into the total life of 
the camp. 


4, Reporting of credits earned should be re- 
corded on Form AL-2, Report Form (in du- 
plicate). It would be well for each dis- 
cussion leader to fill out Form AL=-2 for 
his own group. All copies of Form AL=-2 
should be given to the camp director at 
the close of camp. The director will 
send two copies of each AL-2 form to the 
city or state director of Christian edu- 
cation.

In camps and assemblies 
where courses of the Leadership Education 
Curriculum are offered, the work will be 
more effective if the requirements of that 
curriculum are adhered to. For example:

closing day and with counselors and 
leaders). 


5. When the camp is over, leaders will have

WHAT DO YOU KNOW ABOUT INSURANCE? 


American Baptist camps have been unusually 
fortunate in their record of camp accidents, 
However, most camps are showing the proper 
caution in insisting that their campers be 
adequately protected, both for medical reim- 
bursement and for liability. Just a word of 
explanation: 


1. The recommended insurance comes ina num- 

ber of different plans. It is suggested 
that the average Baptist camp provide Plan l, 
which is tho 50¢ per week plan. Some camps 
have used thelower rate and found themselves 
embarrassed when they were not adequately 
covered, Therefore we strongly urge that you 
use Plan 1 at 50¢,. Please remember that this 
rate covers you for a full week, plus two 
days' travel before camp and two days'travel 
after camp, if the travel is directly to and 
from the camp. In other words, including 
travel time, you are actually paying for 
seven days and getting eleven days' coverage. 
I am sure you will recognize that this plan 
is the finest coverage of any camp insurance 
in the country. 


2. Our insurance brokers call our attention 

to the fact that a number of camps are 
using Penny-a-Day Liability, which is sold 
when the medical reimbursement insurance is 
purchased from the same company. This Penny- 
a-Day Liability was planned specifically for 
camps that were not owmed by the group oper- 
ating the particular camping period; for ex- 
ample, for those who were leasing and who did 
not stand inposition of liability for actual 


ownership of the property. Since this is 
true, they are strongly urging that those who 
own their property get amore adequate cover- 
age, because the Penny-a-Day Liability is 
limited to $100,000. They urge that you in- 
vite the insurance company tomake a study of 
your camp through a questionnaire they will 
provide. On the basis of this questionnaire 
they will indicate the rates for your partic- 
ular camp and the coverage that would be re- 
quired. Normally, in an average camp, they 
recommend a coverage of $100,000 - $300,000.
